uſe; to that they take eſpecial care, that nothing be preached or taught among(t 
them, which may any ways tend to Alienate the Hearts of Our People from Us

loving ſubjefts, which by the Law of Nature is ſepara annexed to, and inhe- 


rent in ourRoyal Perſon: And that none of our SubjeAs may for the future be yn- : 


_ der any Difcouragement or Diſability (who are otherwiſe well inclined and fir 
| tofferve Us) by reaſon of ſome Oaths or Teſts, that have been uſually adminiſtred 
of/fach occaſions: We do hereby further Declare, That it is Our Royal Will and” 
Pleaſure, that the Oaths commonly called, The Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance , 
and alſo the ſeveral Teſts and Declarations mentioned in the Aﬀts of Parliament 
made in the 25th and 3oth years of the Reign of our late Royal Brother King 
Charles the Second, ſhall not at any time- hereafter be required to be Taken, De- 
clared or Subicribed by any perſon or perſons whatloever, who is or ſhalt or 1m . 
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ployed in any Office or Place of Truſt either Civil or Military, under Us or in 
Our Government. And we do further Declare it to be Our Pleaſure and Inten- 
tion from time. to time hereafter, to Grant our Royal Diſpenſations under our 
Great Seal to all our Loving Subject fo to be imployed, who {hall not take the 
ſaid Oaths, or ſubſcribe or declare the faid Teſts or Declarations in the aboyemen- 
tioned Acts and every of them: 


And to the end that all our Loving Subjects may receive and enjoy the fall 
Benefit and Advantage of our Gracious Indulgence hereby intended, and may be. 
-» Acquitted and Diſcharged from all Pains, Penalties, Forteitures, and Diſabilities 
by them or any of them incurred or forteited, or which they ſhall or may at any 
time hereafter be liable to, for or by reaſon of their Non-conformity, or the Exer- 
" ciſe of their Religion, and from all Suits, Troubles or Diſturbances for the ſame : 
' We do hereby give our Free and Ample Pardon unto all Non-conformiſts, Recu- 

fants and other our Loving Subjects, for all Crimes and Things by them commit- 
ted or done- contrary to the penal Laws formerly made relating to Religion and the 
Profeſſion or Exercite thereof. Hereby Declaring, Ihat this our Royal Pardon 
and Indempnity ſhall be as Good and EffeCtual to all Intents and purpoſes, as if 
every individual perſon had been therein particularly named, or had particular 
' Pardons under our Great Seal, which We do likewiſe declare ſhall from time to time 
| be Granted unto any perſon or perſons deſiring the fame : Willing and Requiring 
our Judges, Juſtices, and other Officers, to take notice of and obey our Royal 
Will and Pleaſure herein before Declared. | ; 
 Andalthough the Freedom and Aſſurance We have hereby given in relation to 
Religion and Property, might be ſufficient to remove from the Minds of our 
Loving Subjedts all Fears and Jealouſies in relation to either: yet We have thought 
fit farther to Declare, That We will maintain them in all their Properties and 
Poſſeſſions, as well of Church and Abby-Lands, as in any other their Lands and 
Properties whatſoever.
